Under section 1777 R. S. a refus- 


al to furnish gas to the citizens by 
the gas company according to the 
prices fixed by the ordinance the 
company would be subject to pro- 
ceedings in mandamus to enforce 
specific performance so to do, so 
long as it continues to exercise 
and enjoy its franchise as a com- 
pany; and the company has no 
right to demand of persons who 
use their gas, that they shall sign 
a contract before or after gas is 
turned into their service pipes.

Before Sma» Clews Being Grasped to Find 


Bodies Can be Recovered From 


Under Mas*.

Roanoke, Va., May 8. — A slide c* 


rock in the east end of Tunnel No. 2, 
at Eggleston Springs, on the Norfolk 
and Western road, resulted in crush- 
ing nine men to death Injuring five 
others, three probably fatally. 


Road contractors were engaged in 


double-tracking two tunnels, and when 
the tunneling force had removed the 
earth and atone a huge slide of solid 
stone gave way on the mountain side 
and came down at a sharp angle, strik- 
ing the gang of laborers at work. One 
man was in a niche of the tunnelway 
and was injured only slightly on the 
face. 
The bodies of the nine men, 


some of whom are white, are still un- 
der the rock. The injured men were 
struck by the edge of the rock and 
buried to one side. There is no like- 
lihood that the bodies can be recov- 
ered soon, as the rock will have to -be 
dynamited and removed bit by bit. 


This is considered dangerous, as the 


length of the strata can not be ascer- 
tained, and there is imminent danger 
of a second crash as soon as the base 
is removed. It has been impossible 
thus far to secure tbe names of the 
victims. One thing tbat is known is 
that it was a mixed gang, composed 
of both white and colored laborers.

MAYOR AMES 


IS FOUND GUILTY

Washington, .May 8.—After 


months, during which time tli« nego- 
tiation* in the Venezuelan imbroglio 
were often at the point of breaking, 
the convention providing for the refer- 
ence of the claims, together with the 
request of the allies for preferential 
treatment, was signed and ^he nego- 
tiations'ended. 


The concluding scene in the negotia- 


tions was enacted at the British em\ 
bassy in the presence of Herbert W. 
Bowen, Venezuela's 
plenipotentiary; 


Signer Mayor Des Planches, Italian 
ambassador; Sir Michael H. Herbert, 
British ambassador; Baron Speck Von 
Sternberg, 
German 
representative, 


and Hert O. Bering, secretary of the 
British embassy. Mr. Bowen first 
signed with the three foreign repre- 
sentatives separate protocols for ref- 
erence to The Hague tribunal of the 
question of preferential treatment for 
the blockading powers in the payment 
of their claims against Venezuela, and 
Immediately afterward there were 
signed the conventions providing for 
the settlement of the allies' claims by 
the several commissions which are to 
meet at Caracas this summer. Mr. 
Bowen immediately cabled to Presi- 
dent Castro the brief announcement, 
"Last protocol signed." 


All of the three sets of The Hague 


protocols are in the English language. 
Mr. Bowen will send copies of the 
protocols to the various peace powers 
and request their adherence to it. He 
expects to sail for 'Caracas from New 
York on the Philadelphia May 16. 


The striking feature of The Hague 


protocol is the concluding clause of 
Article 1, which provides that in case 
The Hague decides adversely to the 
blockading powers' 
contention for 


preferential treatment, the manner of 
payment of the other creditor nations 
shall be such "that no power shall ob- 
tain preferential treatment." 


Will Represent Spain. 


Washington, May 8.—Senor Don 


Juan Rlano, first secretary of the 
Spanish legation, has temporarily de- 
tached from that duty and has been 
appointed to represent Spain on the 
mixed commission which is to meet 
at Caracas to adjudicate the claims of 
Spain against Venezuela according to 
the protocol signed by Mr. Ojeda and 
Mr. Bowen. Senor Riano will leave 
Washington for Caracas early next 
week.

The Cincinnati Enquirer has caused 


somewhat of a seasation in Ohio Demo- 
cratic circles by a prominent editorial 
announcement which practically advis- 
es the Democrats 
that 
they should 


nominate Grover Cleveland next year. 
The gist of the article is in a question 
put to the Democrats of the Middle 
West: "Would it be better to win Avith 
Cleveland or lose with some figure 
head whom Colonel Bryan may set 
up?"

ments is so deep and virulent that it 
seems impossible that next year they 
can unite on any presidential candi- 
date. 


Mr. Bryan has shown by his writings 


and utterances that he 
will 
never 


agree to the nomination of any man 
who did not support him in his two 
campaigns. He has a following prob- 
bably large enough to prevent 
the 


naming of any candidate he opposes— 
for it is to be remembered that in 
Democratic national conventions it 
I 


takes a two-thirds vote to nominate. 
It is quite as probable that the eastern 
Tving of the party will also be strong 
•enough to prevent the nomination of 
a Bryanite. The chances now appear 
promising for a bitter and prolonged 
struggle in the convention and an out- 
come impossible to predict. 


If, however, the south should com- 


bine with the east, it might result in 
Cleveland's nomination. This would 
t>e followed, in all likelihood, by a 
•bolt of the Bryan men, and nomina- 
tion of another ticket. The election of 
Cleveland would be extremely doubt- 
ful were the Democrats of the country 
all heartily.united in his support; with 
a split, it clearly would be impossible.

much interested in the reported discov- 
ery of Dr. Simon, Flexuer of a scrum 
to cure cholera iufantum and epidemic 
dysentery, says the New York Herald. < 
If the report be true, they declare the 
lives of thousands of children will be 
saved every summer. 


The tfcrhi of cholera iufantum was 


discovered several years ago during an 
epidemic in Japan by the famous Jap- 
anese bacteriologist, Dr. Shiga. Later 
Dr. Flexuer, who is professor of path- 
ology in the University of Pennsylva- 
nia and who is to be chief of the Rocke- 
feller Institute of Medical Research, 
was sent to- Manila to study Philip- 
pine diseases. 


There he discovered that Shiga's 


gerui was very similar, to that of epi- 
demic dysentery. 
Returning to this 


country he worked for more than a 
year with several assistants to discover 
a serum which would destroy the germs 
of these diseases. The report comes 
that he has succeeded. 


Dr. Louis Fischer, whose recent suc- 


cessful experiments with a new anti- 
streptococcus serum-for scarlet fever 
have aroused much interest, said: 


"Since the Shiga bacillus determined 


the true origin of dysentery various 
bacteriologists have proved the truth 
of Shiga's assertion. 
Professor Flex- 


ner, who is an eminent authority, has 
followed the same lines, and it is not 
at all surprising to learn that he has 
isolated a pore culture of this germ, 
from which, byvinoculation into ani- 
mals, this healing serum has been pro 
duced. 


"The mortality of cholera infantum 


was exceedingly great lust summer 
notwithstanding the very cool weather 
If proved effective, tins serum will be 
the means of saving thousands of chil- 
dren who succumb to this disease " 


Dr. Edward K. Dunham, a persona) 


friend ot Dr. Flexner, said that, \vuile 
the dysentery bacillus is very closely 
affiliated with tlie bacillus of Shiga, the 
two are not absolutely identical. lie 
explained also the djftorence between 
aiititoxins and bactenolysms. The for- 
mer do not kill the genus, but simply 
neutralize tlie poison; the latter com- 
pletely dcstioj the germs by absorbing 
them. Dr. Flexnoi's serum is a bacte- 
riolysin. In the laboratory tests with 
animals and with the serum alone the

Dr. Herman M. Biggs, who is in 


charge of the division of bacteriology 
of the health department, said that this 
serum is still in the experimental stage. 
He admits that it produces a consider- 
able degree of immunity in animals, 
but added that we shall be better able 
to Judge of its value next summer, 
when it will be used by the health de 
partment in cases of cholera infantum. 


Dr. Henry D. Chapin said: "As fur 


as I know, the germ of cholera iufan- 
tum has never been discovered. It is 
quite possible that several germs may 
be responsible for it. The true cholera 
infantum is rather rare in this lati- 
tude. A remedy will have to be tried 
in a very largo series of cases and 
through different years.before it can be 
thoroughly accepted, as the mortality 
of such diseases varies a great deal 
from year to year under practically the 
same treatment 
These studies are 


hopeful and should be encouraged, but 
premature conclusions should not be 
drawn." 


Dr. Flexner consented the other night 


to talk to a reporter of the New York 
American about his discovery. 
He 
said: 


it is not true that the serum has 


been used with success on human be- 
ings. It Is not yet sufficiently perfect- 
ed for such practice. 


"The experimental work that led up 


to the present advanced stage of the 
quest of this remedy was begun in 
working along the line of acute dysen- 
tery. 
Dr. Shiga. a famous Japanese 


bacteriologist, studied the epidemic 
that attacked the Japanese soldiers 
during the Chinese campaign of 1902 
with the allied troops. He isolated the 
true germ. I did the same thing in the 
Philippines.

Grower* and Exporter* Ujr tb* De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
"You can never tell till you try," la 


the motto on which William A. Taylor, 
the field agent of the division of pc- 
mological Investigation In fhe depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington, 
seems to work, says the New York 
Post His Idea was abundantly made 
good when a cargo of russet apples 
was sent to Paris a month or two ago 
and sold for prices ^40 per cent above 
what the same fruit would have 
brought In the home market It Is said 
to have been the first time that apples 
were ever taken out of cold storage at 
that season of the year and marketed 
In Europe. 
Why russets should have 


been chosen for the experiment has 
puzzled many observers, but for rea- 
sons beet known to themselves Pari- 
sian apple eaters had taken a great 
fancy to russet apples and wanted 
nothing else when these could be got 
It was at the suggestion of th« porno- 
logical division that this kind of fruit 
was shipped, and the sequel proved 
the soundness of the judgment 


A large fruit farmer in southern Il- 


linois complained last fall that he was 
getting next to nothing for his hard 
red winter apples. He carried his com- 
plaint to Mr Taylor, whom he knew, 
and aeked for advice about sending 
them abroad. "London," said Mr Tay- 
lor, "has a taste for some other things 
no more wonderful." "Would you be 
willing to take a car load of my apples 
and put them down in London under 
government auspices if I'll guarantee 
the exepense?" suggested the orchard- 
ist. 
"That Is what we are here for," 


answered the pomologist 
So a car 


load was made up. The apples were 
eagerly bought in London for some- 
what more than §5 a barrel, which, 
after all cost of harvesting, packing 
•with especial care, railroad transporta- 
tion to the se/icoast, etc, left a very 
neat return to the owner of the or- 
chard. It did not take long for other 
Illinois farmers to «\tch the idea, and 
before the winter was over thousands 
of barrels from that part of the coun- 
try found their way to the London 
market. 


The pomologists at the department 


had an idea that sun'uier apples, too, 
would sell in London 
We have so 


many apples in the United States which 
ripen in midsummer and are delicious 
to eat, but highly perishable, that it 
seemed worth while to try to do some- 
thing with them, and recent experi- 
ments of the department with peach 
shipments had shown that it was pos- 
sible to send very tender fruit a long 
distance without spoiling it. Delaware 
apples were chosen and were packed 
In quart baskets like peaches, and the 
baskets carefully laid in crates, all 
under the eye of the Washington pro- 
fessionals. 
They went 
safely and 


brought about double the price the de- 
partment people had dared to estimate 
for them. 


The next object lesson was arranged 


for the benefit of the pear culturists 
of Niagara county, N. Y. The depart- 
inc'iit undertook to see that its Ameri- 
can clients should receive not loss than 
the best home market price for their 
Bartletts. The experts supervised the 
wrapping and packing, personally con- 
ducted the cargo to London and put 
it up at public auction. 
Once more 


their expectations were justified. The 
experiments made with Delaware and 
Georgia peaches not only have been 
successful in a pecuniary sense, but 
have taught shippers here a great deal 
that they had not guessed before about 
the possibilities of storing such tender 
fruit in refrigerated warehouses not 
merely for ten days or a. fortnight, but 
for five or six weeks, and bringing 
them out hard and bright and fit for all 
market conditions. It was simply a 
question of knowing how and knowing 
the scientific reason of the how. 


Congress appreciates what the de- 


partment has been doing in these lines 
and has of late kept it supplied with 
appropriations for just such work. 


The fruit shipping demonstrations 


nre to be broadened this season so as 
to include strawberries, gooseberries, 
plums and cherries. There are also to 
be some experiments with the cold 
storage of lemons. The department 18 
now laying its plans for a pretty big 
attempt in which sonic lemon growers 
In California, a transcontinental rail- 
road with a terminus In Chicago and a 
storage company in the latter city will 
be parties, the government standing 
whatever loss shall be involved, but 
the lemon growers getting any profit 
that may be netted in the end. 


Later experiments will be mnde 


with oranges, which arc supposed to be 
easier to keep than lemons. There Is 
nn additional interest attaching to the 
stored orange from the fact that the 
court honors In Europe arc already be- 
ginning to l)C paid to the California or- 
nngc In competition with the oranges 
of nil other parts of the world.
